This Amendment and Request for Reconsideration is being filed in reply to the Notice of 
Panel Decision from Pre- Appeal Brief Review dated September 29, 2005. This response follows 
receipt of a Final Office Action from May 31, 2005 in which Examiner Amari rejected Claims 1- 
3, 7-10 and 13-15, and objected to Claims 4-6, 11, 12, and 16 for being dependent on claims that 
had been rejected, but indicated that those claims contained allowable subject matter if they 
incorporated the material from the claims from which they depended. Following that May 31, 
2005 Office Action, a Request for Reconsideration was filed on August 1, 2005 adopting the 
suggested amendments of Examiner Amari, An Advisory Action was then issued on August 11, 
2005 allowing Claims 4-6, 11, 12 and 16 and reinstating the rejection of Claims 1-3, 7-10 and 
13-15.
